VIBRATIONS OF A WINI

slowly round, as if obeying some magic 
influence, and will not stop until the ex- 
tremity of one of its branches reaches a 
point directly over that rabbed by the 
finger. By moving the finger gradually 
round the glass, the cross may be made 
to turn as long as desired. 

This very simple experiment demon- 
strates the existence of what, in acoustics, 
are termed the nodal points and the
